W.1.R. Brings Relief to the 


Striking N.Y. 


Longshoremen 


NEW YORK.—rThe striking long- 
shoremen of the Morgan, Clyde-Mal- 
lory and Savannah lines, who have 
been out over’ a week fighting a ten 
per cent wage cut, were overpoyed 
yesterday following the arrival of the 
Workers Internaticnal Relief com- 
missary truck in front of the West 
Street docks. 

For the last three days the WIR 
has been supplying strike relief to 
the striking dockers. Over 500 sand- 
wiches and several gallons of good 
coffee was given to the dockers yés- 
terday by workers from the WIR. 

Reinforced by the steaming coffee, 
the longshoremen piedged in a deter- 
mined manner that they would stay 
out until they had forced the bosses 
to take back the wage cut. 

Joseph P. Ryan, noorious for his 
sellouts on the waterfront, continued 
throughout the day his, old line of 
telling the dockers that the strike “is 
in the bag” and tha miliant picket- 
ing is not necessary. The Marine 
Workers Indusrial Union organizers, 
however, were on the waterfront dur- 
ing the day and the strikers listened 
with approbation to the suegestions 


made by these organizers for mass 
picketing and rank and file control 
of the strike. 


The three shipping companies and 
eight railroad lines still remaih ham- 
pered despite the fact that the com- 
panies have been successful in put- 
ting scabs to work at various points. 


It is reported that Ryan is preper- 
}-ing fer a secret conference with the 
shipowners as part of his attempt te 
sell the strike out the same as he 
betrayed the recent Boston strike. 
The Marine Workers Industriel Uzior 
urges the strikers to set up rank and 
file control at once through an elect- 
ea rank and file strike committee. 
Only in this manner can the dockers 
guard themselves against a sellout 
and make the struggle victorious.

Foster Speaks on Party’s Tasks 

Comrade Foster, in one of the most 
important speeches of the Plenum, 
emphasized sharply the changes re- 
quired in order that the Party can 
be able t® cope with its tremendous 
historical tasks and opportunities in 
-the_preselit_situation...He said: 

“I wish to agree heartily with the 

C. I. resolution. The heart of this 
is to impress upon the Party that 
it has not yet made the turn to 
mass work, which the Comintern 
has Tepeatediy pointed ott te us 
as basic if our Party is to come 
forward as the real leader of the 
working “class. The Party, as the 
resolution says, remains in the old 
groove. 
- “The resolution does a real ser- 
vice to the Party in pointing out 
that the basic causes for the fail- 
‘ure of the Party, as yet, to make a 
decisive turn to mass work are the 
sectarian” approach and  bureau- 
cratic methods of work. These 
wrong tendencies, have prevented 
the Party from establishing the 
mass organization necessary adn 
possible under the present condi- 
tions of the working class now be- 
ing radicalized. 

“During the debate many com- 
rades Have indicated how seriously 
‘sectarianism and bureaucratism 
havé interfered with the develop- 
ment of the Party’s work i nvarious 
fields. I shall touch upon only two 
‘phases of sectarianism; that is, to 
expose some of its roots in the 
Party. 


“First, there is the sectarian 
trend in the inner life of the Par- 
ty. It is a misiake to think that 
sectarianism manifests itself only 
in our conac® with the masses; it 
ads alse in evidence in the inner 
Party life. It expresses itself in 
various ways. It sums up into a 
failure to adopt the proper meth- 
ods ‘of educating and absorbing 
new members and given tasks ac- 
cordingly. There is but little un- 
derstanding of the necessary edu- 
cational work. This inner sectar- 
ianism is one of the main reasons 
why we have such a large turn- 
over of members in our Party. 

“Then our sectarianism also finds 
roots in the social composition of 
the Party. Our Party is made up 
of 70 per cent of foreign born 
workers; we are largely isolated 
from the great masses of native- 
born workers. Now, the foreign- 
born workers have been for many 
years the militant leaders of the 
class struggle. But they cannot 
make the fight alone. They must 
be ied up with the main bedy of 
American workers. Especially does 
ot become the more necessary to 
draw American workers into the 
Party now that the Government is 
trying, with its deportation, policy, 
to drive a wedge between the na- 
tive and foreign-born workers and 
to isolate the fatter. 

“These weaknesses of our Party, 
sectarianism in its inner life and 
its adequate social composition, 
miist be corrected; along with the 
basic sgcctarian and bureaucratic 
trends pointed out in the C. I. reso- 
lution. Unless this is done we can 
make no real progress towards 
winning the masses. 


“On the. question of drawing in 
the American born workers, when 
we speak of this we speak, in the 
first line, of organizing the youth. 
We have talked a great deal in the 
past ~about the important role of 
the youh, bu I don’ hink we un- 
derstand it yet. Otherwise we 
would not have to come to Plenum 
after Plenum and say that we are 
neglecting the organization of the 
young workers.

national Labor Defense 
and the Workers’ Ex- 


delegation of Negro and white 
workers was denied a hearing

ence today. 


The delegation picketed the 
hotel with Mooney-Scottsboro ban- 
ners.. One hundred and fifty motor- 
cycle police, scores of patrolmen and 
federal officers held the delegation, 
numbering eleven: and seized their 
placards, The Hotel John Marshall 
on Side Street wis soon surrounded 
by a crowd watching the reporters 
ana the phetographers recording the 
events. 

Inside a small committee consist- 
ming of Michael O’Ryan of the Ex- 
Servicemen's League of Philadelphia, 
Helen Hayes of Washingto, Fred 
Greller of the Philadelphia, I. L. D., 
and Paul Crouch of North Carolina, 
an ex-soldier, were kept waiting for 
the reply regarding a hearing for 
the committee. They were told that 
the questions of Mooney, Scottsboro 
and Kentucky were for individual 
governors and that no political ques- 
tions could be discussed at the con- 
ference. 

After being searched, the picketers 
were held on the street while a rep- 
resentative of the governors gave 
them a lecture and under heavy po- 
lice escort they were taken a block 
from the. scene and dispersed. 

A big sentiment for Mooney was 


displayed by the crowd which gath- 


ered. An attempt to speak was met 
with a police drive to “move on.” It 
was quite evident that they did not 
want any arrests and the attenion 
of he entire working class drawn/ on 
their actions. 


Demonstrations are being arranged 
in nearby states when the governors 
return home, demanding to know 
the reaso nwhy they refused to hear 
about Mooney. A meeting is to be 
held in Richmond dealing with the 
case. There are delegates on the 
workers’ committee from Virginia, 
Pennsylavnia, Maryland, North Car- 
olina, New York and the District of 
Columbia.

LLIED Chemical and Dye Corporation, one 

of the largest chemical companies in the 
world, with a nitrogen fixation plant in Hope- 
well, Virginia, that has been making its 
of nitrates to Japan and France, paid $6 a share 
on its common stock in 1931, paid 7 per cent on 
its preferred stock, and, in addition, declared a 
steck dividend of 5 per cent. Its profits last year 
made it possible also for this chemical colossus 
to put away over $1,000,000 in its surplus account 
which now contains over $165,000,000. In addi- 
contingencies. 

The working capital of this compnay, ‘of 
which the Atmospheric Nitrogen Co., operating 
tion, it added $40,000,00 to its various reserves for 
‘he Hopewell plant. is a subsidiary, now amounts 
to about $142,000,000, and its current assets are 
over 16 times its current liabilities. Both in 1930 
and 1931 Allied was able to pay an extra stock 
dividend of 5 per cent; in 1931 alone it paid out 
to common stockholders 14,574,235 in dividends 
besides $2,749,943 to preferrred stock holders. 

Allied Chemical and Dye Corp. is the largest 
American firm manufacturing synthetic nitrates 
and operates under a reputed secret process, and 
is. said to have the lowest production costs of 
any firm engaged in this line of manufacturing. 
The Wall Street Journal refers to it as “one of 
the most secretive companies in the country” 
which has “never made its list of stockholders 
available for general inspection.” 

The plant in Hopewell for the manufacture 
of nitrogen from the air represents an invest- 
ment to date of at least $50,000,000 all of ‘which 
has come out of the large profits of the com- 
pany in the last few years. The plan already 
has a capacity of from 600,000 to 700,000 tons, 
but in February this year was reported to be 
operating at only 35 per cent of capacity. How- 
ever, the new government contracts from France 
and Japan are said to have sinc egreatly stim- 
ulated output. 

In spite of the enormous payments to stock- 
holders the Wall Street Journal observes that 
the company “has never shown its true earnings. 
Large sums have been ploughed back into the 
property and generous reserves always have been 
the management’s policy.” Poor’s Analytical 
Service, in its Business and Markets bulletin, 
‘April 13, reports that the company is gaining 
a foothold in France—Japan’s chief ally in thé 
attack on the Soviet Union—and says that with 
a “bright future in store for the indusry, earnings 
applicable to common stock should increase.” It 
urges the purchase of common stock of the com- 
pany n the basis of its dividend record and the 
prospect for more profits in the future. 

And the Standard Statistics Co. specifies the 
‘Chemical industry as one of the first that is 
likely to show nay “recovery” from the crisis. 
Obviously, the prospects for the sale of chemicals 
for war preparations have something very di- 
rectly to do with these predictions. 


World Production of

Outpue in the United States and Canada has 
fallen more sharply during the crisis than output 
in any other countries, declining in these two 
years by 28 per cent and 31 per cent respectively. 
But the German and Czechoslovakia coal in- 
dustries are also hard hit, with a drop in. out- 

The Briish drop of 15 pe cenurilxeragedye— 
put that is shaper than the world average. 

The British drop-of 15 .percent..since.1929 fol- 
lowed a steady decline in earlier years, so that 
the 1931 output was approximately down to the 
level of 1901. In the United States, the sharp 
drop of these two crisis years brought output 
down to the 1908 figure. 

Some of the smaller coal-producing countriés 
had maintained their coal production through 
1931—-Belgium, Netherlands, Spain (coal, but not 
lignit), India. A few others lost less than 10 
per cent these two years of crisis; France, Japan 
‘and possibly New Zealand. 

The 1923 figures, thus far, indicate a further 
drop in ‘production throughout the capitalist 
world. For bituminous mines in the United 
States the output of the first 85 working days of 
1932 is 17 per cent below last year and 38 per 
cent below 1929 for the corresponding period. 

Only in the Soviet Union has output con- 
tinued a steady rise, increasing by 37 per cent 
19% 36,384,000 tons in 1929 to 49,700,000 tons in 
931.

- state that the most insuring results for: success 


(in the next war) will be best achieved through 
the proper co-operation of our military forces 
working in close harmony with the representa- 
tives of the working class through the American 
Federation of Labor.” 

In 1929 the A. F. of L. went on record in favor 
of bigger pay for army officers, and Peter J. 
Brady, president of the Federation Bank and a 
prominent democratic politician, also active in 
the anti-Soviet work of the National Civic Fed- 
eration stated that this move “demonstrates the 
warm and friendly feeling of labor toward the 
defensive forces of the nation.” 

In the same year Green and five vice-presi- 
dents of the A. F. of L. were given a special 
review and all military honors at West Point, 
the government’s military school. In his speech 
on that occasion Green stated that “We believe 
it -is inconceivable that our country should ever 
engage in an aggressive war.” (He never heard, 
of course, of the Mexican War, the Spanish War, 
the conquest of the Philippines, or the wars on 
the masses of Nicaragua, Haiti, Colombia or 
Santo Domingo, not to mention intervention 
against.the-.Russian_Revolution in_1919,) He 
supported enthusiastically the Citizen’s Military 
Training Camps, saying that labor would con- 
tinue “to give this patriotic movement a full 
measure of support.” 

Some years before at Platisburg, N. Y., the 
whole Executive Council of the A. F. of L. was 
royally entertained and gave its blessing to the 
military training camps and urged A F. of L. 
members to attend them. 

In the last war scores of labor officials par- 
ticipated in swivel chair and other jobs. ‘The 
A. F. of L. bureaucrats, at that time, sold liberty 
bonds, sat on draft boards, speeded up prodtic- 
tion, acted as spies on militant workers and 
otherwise demonstrated their abject loyalty to 
imperialism. Since the war every convention 
of the A. F. of L. has been addressed by War 
Department chiefs, and army officers, all ex- 
pressing their love for the labor leaders who are 
to act as recruiting sergeants in the next world

all; for intervention against the Soviet Union. 
Weee cut after wage cut is being forced through, 
millions of unemployed are subjected to hunger 
and poverty and the standard of living. of the 
masses has already been forced down by more 
than 50 per cent through wage losses as a result 
of wage cuts and unemployment. The financial 
oligarchy. with the help of the state, is daily ac- 
cumulating more of the national wealth in its 
‘hands, through the unprecedented impoverish- 
ment of the workers,.and at the expense of the 
small taxpayers, farmers and ‘small bourgeoisie 
(“Reconstruction Corporation” of Hoover,  in- 
creased tariffs, etc.). _The offensive of the capi- 
talists is characterized by sharpened police fascist 
and semi-fascist repression and terror against 
the workers and their class organizations. Sim- 
ultaneously, the bourgeoisie resorts widely and 
systematically to demagogic and “democratic” 
"maneuvers, using more and more the social-de- 
mocrats, the ““Musteites” and the various pseudo- 
“Lefts” as a tool for confusing and disorgan- 
izing the workers. 


- The two main: bourgeois parties (Republican 
and Democratic) both fully supporting the poli- 
cies of finance capital, divide the roles among 


« themselves in order to prevent the masses from

Il. THE CLASS STRUGGLE OF THE PROLETARIAT 
_ AND THE SOCIAL FASCISTS 


‘The further development of the crisis; the bank- 
ruptcy of the various illusions spread among the 
masses by the bourgeoisie, the increasing poverty 
and miséry of the working masses and the im- 
mediate danger of war and intervention—all these 
factors form the basis of the incréasing discon- 
tent and radicalization of the great masses of 
workers. The furious offensive of the bourgeoisie 
is met by the increasing resistance on the part 
of the working class. This has already expressed 
itself recently in the increasing strike struggles 
(the doubling of the number-of striking workers © 
in 1931 as compared with 1930), in the increasing 
militancy of the unemployed (National Hunger 
March, Scottsboro, the unemployed in Chicago and 
Cleveland, in the movement against the policy. and 
leadership of the American Federation of Labor, 
trade union bureaucracy (building trades, etc.), 
in the increase in the number of Communist votes — 
in several important cities: San. Francisco, Law- 
rence, Salt Lake City, mining towns, etc.) -and 


in numerous militant mass demonstrations. agaist 
war and the defense of-the Soviet Union. 


In this situation American social fascism-(Am- 
erican Federation of Labor, Socialist party, part- 
icularly the Muste wing; with the Lovestone-Can- 
non renegades) are greatly increasing their act- 
ivity to carry out the imperialist policy of the 
bourgeoisie, trying, by establishing the most skill- 
ful, deceptive division of work, to divert the radi- 
calized workers from the class struggle against . 
the offensive of the capitalists, to split the ranks 
of the workers and to bring about their defeat. 
This confronts the Communist Party with the 
task of increasing, sharpening and improving its 
fight against social-fascism, as the main enemy 
in the struggle for the successful mobilization 
of the masses in the fight against the bourgeois 
offensive and the war danger.

The sadiea’ _turn towards revolutionary mass 
work among the basic sections of the American 
proletariat, which has been demanded by the E. 
C. C. L. in tts resolutions and directives, has up 


~ till now essentially not been carried through in 


practice. Although the Party has recognized the 
necessity of this turn, and although the Party 
can show @ number of successes in the attempt 


to carry out the turn in practice (strikes, Seotts- - 


boro, Hungef March), the work of the Party 
fundamentally remains in the same groove. This 


| is to be seen in the backwardness of factory work 
‘and in the building up of the lower Party organ- 


izations, in the weakness of the struggle for un- 
employment and social insurance, in the still ex- 
tremely weak state of the revolutionary -trade 
unions, in the extremely weak development of the 
work in the reformist trade unions, in the failure 


to carry out the required concentration on the 
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four districts ‘(Chieago, Cleveland, Detroit and 
Pittsburgh), in the marked decline of the circula- 


tion of the Daily Worker; and in 100°per cent fluc- - 


tuation of Party membership. The Party is still 
isolated from the masses. of workers and working 
women. It has not yet learned how to link up its 
every-day work with the systematic exposure of 
the bourgeois state and of the policy and dema- 
gogy of the open: bourgeois and social fascist par- 
ties. A special. weakness of the Party is the ab- 
solutely inadequate fight against the social fasc- 
ists, first of all, against the Muste group which, 
as the present strikes and the elections show, 
have increased their influence among the ranks 
of the workers: The Party has failed to bring the 
revolutionary way out of the crisis to the Amer- 
ican workers, as it also failed to popularize the 
victorious - Socialist construction in the Soviet 
Union. 


The Party must definitely sharpen and broaden 
its struggles against social-fascism and carry en 
a persistent struggle inside the Party against the 
underestimation_of the- role of and the fight 
against social fascism in the United States. The 
increasing influence of the social-fascists in the 
United States during the crisis in contrast to the 
capitalist countries of Europe is undoubtedly due 
to a great extent to the inadequate exposure of 
the social fascists by the Party. The Party mugt 
also understand that as a result of the crisis and 
rationalization large numbers of workers in the 
A. F. of L. are in the process of radicalization, 
and that the characterization of the masses of 
workers in the A. F. of L. as “labor aristocracy” 
is incorrect. 


The chief obstacles which stood in the way of 
carrying out a correct mass policy and in the fur- 
ther development of the Party are the following: 


1. The strong sectarian tendencies in the entire 
work of the Party, as well as in the mass organ- 
izations—tendencies which are based on a deeply 
rooted formalism.. The Party carries through the 
policy of the united front in a rigid and formal _. 
way. It has not yet learned how to connect itself 
up firmly with the broad masses of non-Party and 
reformist workers, work in the old unions, to work 
on the basis of their concrete needs (general de- 
mands) and to draw up the demands together 
with them. Thus, the Party appears before the 
masses as a Party for the workers, but not the 


Party of the workers. 


2. The bureaucratic methods of work, which 
are expressed in the “circular letter’ method of 
leadership and in an excessive number of paid 
functionaries at the head of the Party and the 
auxiliary organizations, paralyzes the work in the 
lower Party organizations, and sidetracks them 
from genuine mass work on to “inner Party and 
routine work, and hinders the development of 
cadres and the initiative of the lower organiza- 
tions. The Party has not yet established collective 
leadership of genuinely functioning apparatus in 
the lower organizations, and has the tendency 
to.conduct the work only through individual: or- 
ganizers.

Directives on the Main Points: for Working 


Out a Resolution on the New York District 


The main resolution of the 14th Plenum 
of the Central Committee, which is taking 
place at a moment of the mst acute war 
danger, in estimating the wvrk of the 
Party as a whole, emphasizes the failure of 
any section of the Party to realiy make 
the turn to mass work as repeatedly de- 
manded by E. C. C. I, The resolution 
states: 


“Although the Party has recognized 
the necessity of this turn, and although 
the Party ca nshosw a numiber of suc- 
cesses in the attempt to carry out the 
turn in. practice (strikes, Scottsboro, 
Hunger March), the work of the Party 
fundamentally remains im the same.. 
groove.” 


Sectarianism and a deep-rooted for- 
malism in the responsible Party organs 
have been the chief obstacles to overcom- 
the “inner” orientation of the Party and to 
achieving the task “to firmly root itself in 
the decisive industries by means of solid 
personal contacts with the workers.” 


What is true of the whole Party is 


even more true of the New York District. 
Although some _ successes have been 
achieved (recruiting, trade union work, a 
few shop nuclei and groups) no essential 
change has occurred in the contents of the 
District Mass work since the 13th Plenum. 


In order that there now may be a guar- 
antee that the District will completely 
overcome its annorw, formalistic, sectar- 
ian line, which caharcterizes all leading 
organs of the sections and district, and 
make the turn to a broad mass policy, 
the Central Committee proposes special 
measures to encourage the widest seJf- 
criticism from below, the developme 
the initiative of the members and nuclei, 
the overcoming of all bureaucratic ten- 
dencies to deaden or destroy inner Party 
democracy, and to refresh the leading 
cadres in the units, section, and District 
Committees.

b) A decisive change in unemployment
